WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. Justice Depart¬ 
ment waded anew Friday 
into fraught big city police- 
community relations, with 
new Attorney General Lo¬ 
retta Lynch declaring the 
subject “one of the most 
challenging issues of our 
time.” She announced a 
wide-ranging investigation 
into Baltimore’s police. 

The federal civil rights inves¬ 


tigation, which city officials 
sought following the death 
last month of a man in po¬ 
lice custody, will search 
for discriminatory policing 
practices and examine al- 
egations that Baltimore 
officers too often use ex¬ 
cessive force and make 
unconstitutional searches 
and arrests. 

The investigation is to build 
upon the government’s 
voluntary and collabora¬ 
tive review of the Baltimore

police lhat began last 
year, Since then, the death 
of 25-year-old Freddie Gray 
and the days of rioting that 
followed exposed a Seri¬ 
ous erosion of public trust,” 
Lynch said, and showed 
that community concerns 
about the police were 
more pervasive than initial¬ 
ly understood and that a 
broader investigation was 
warranted. 

“It was clear to a number 
of people looking at thrs 
situation that the commu¬ 
nity’s rather frayed trust 
— to use an understate¬ 
ment — was even worse 
and has, in effect, oeen 
severed in terms of the re¬ 
lationship wsth the police 
department,” Lynch said. 
The announcement indi¬ 
cated that Lynch, who was 
sworn in last week as the 
successor to Eric Holder, ts 
likely to keep the Justice 
Department engaged in 
a national dialogue about 
race relations and law en¬ 
forcement. 


That issue consumed the 
final year of Holder’s ten¬ 
ure and flared most vividly 
last summer following ihe 
shooting death of an ure¬ 
armed black 13-year-o d 
by a Ferguson, Miss ouri po¬ 
lice officer. 

The federal department 
has undertaken dozens of 
other city police investiga¬ 
tions. including more than 
20 during Ho.der’s tenure. 
If they find systemic civil 
rights violations, the inves¬ 
tigations typically result in 
court-enforceable agree¬ 
ments between :he federal 
government and the ;ocal 
community that serve as 
blueprints for change and 
are overseen by an inde¬ 
pendent monster. 

The Justice Department 
has the option of suing a 
police department that rs 
unwiling to make changes, 
in some cases, such as in 
Ferguson — where Justice 
foundsweeping patterns of 
racial discrimination — the 
federal government has 


initiated the process on its 
own; in others, including in 
Cleveland and Albuquer¬ 
que, New Mexico, city of¬ 
ficials made the request.

NEW YORK (AP) — The mur¬ 
der trial of a man accused 
sn the 1979 disappearance 
of 6-year-old Etan Patz 
ended Friday in a hung 
jury, leaving one of the 
nation’s most wrenching 
missing-children cases stil 
unresolved after nearly two 
generations., 

After IB days of deliberat¬ 
ing, jurors said for a third 
time that they were hope¬ 
lessly deadlocked — 11-1, 
in favor of conviction — in 
ihe case against Pedro 
Hernandez. The judge de¬ 
clared a mistrial as Hernan¬ 
dez sat impassively. 
Hernandez was a ieen- 
age stock clerk at a Man¬ 
hattan convenience store 
near where Etan vanished 
May 25, 1979. He would be¬ 
come one of the first miss¬ 
ing children ever pictured 
on milk cartons. 

Prosecutors immediately 
asked lo set a new trial 
date in the case, which 
frustrated authorises for 
decades before a tip led 
them to Hernandez — nev¬ 
er before a suspect — and 


he confessed in 2012. His 
lawyers said the confession 
was false and concocted 
by mental illness, and they 
sale another longtime sus¬ 
pect was the more likely 
killer. 

The mistrial left Elan’s par¬ 
ents, who became nation¬ 
al advocates for the cause 
of missing children, to await 
another trial. 

“We are frustrated and 
very disappointed Ihe jury 
has been unable to make 
a decision, The long ordeal 
is not over,”said his father, 
Stanley Patz. But. he add¬ 
ed. “I think we have clos ure 
already.” 

He tried for years to bring 
the easier suspect to ac¬ 
count for Eton’s death,, 
but after the trial, he said; 
“1 am so convinced Pe¬ 
dro Hernandez kidnapped 
and killed my son. ... His 
story b simple, and it makes 
sense.” 

H ernandez will remain in jail 
to await another trial:: the 
first took more than Ihree 
months. He has a June 10 
court date for a status up¬ 
date. 

Several jurors said they 


found Hernandez’s confes¬ 
sion compel ingly detailed 
and buttressed by admis¬ 
sions he’d made to friends 
and relatives years before, 
and those jurors said they 
fe t hre mental problems 
were the result of a guilty 
conscience. 

“Pedro Hernandez, you 
know what you did.’’ said 
forewoman Alia Dahhan, 
who works in the arts. 

The lone holdout sard he felt 
Hernandez’s mental health 
history was “a huge part 
of this case” and couldn’t 
stop wondering about the 
roughly seven hours po¬ 
lice quesfaoned him before 
administering hss Miranda 
rights and turning on a vid¬ 
eo camera. 

“Ultimately, I couldn’t find 
enough evidence that 
wasn't circumstantial io 


convict. I couldn’t gel 
there,’’said the juror, Adam 
Sirois, a health care consul¬ 
tant. 

Jurors announced they 
were deadlocked twice 
before Friday, on April 
29 and on Tuesday. Both 
times, the judge told them 
to keep trying to reach a 
verdict. 

Manhattan District Attor¬ 
ney Cyrus R. Vance Jr. said 
in a statement he believed 
there was “clear and cor¬ 
roborated evidence" of 
Hernandez’s guilt. 

“The chalenges in this case 
were exacerbated by the 
passage of time, but they 
should not, and did not, 
deterus," Vance said. 

One of Hernandez’s law¬ 
yers, Harvey Fishbein, said 
he recognized the Patzes 
and even New Yorkers at 


large were yearning to re¬ 
solve the case. 

“I would say there’s only 
a resolution if the correct 
man es held responsible, 
and we firmly believe Pe¬ 
dro Hernandez is not the 
right man,” he said. 

After Etan’s disappear¬ 
ance, his parents helped 
shepherd in an era of law 
enforcement advances 
that make it easier to track 
missing children and com¬ 
municate among agen¬ 
cies. The Patzes were at 
the White House when 
President Ronald Reagan 
named May 25 National 
Missing Children’s Day.

Giving the poor easy access to healthy food doesn't mean they’ll buy it

In 2010, the Morrisania 
section of the Bronx was 
what is commonly called 
a food desert: The low- 
income neighborhood in 
New York’s least-healthy 
county had no nearby gro¬ 
cery store, and few places 
where its residents could 
easily buy fresh food.

The work adds to a grow¬ 
ing body of evidence that 
merely fixing food deserts 
will not do nearly as much 
to improve the health of 
poor neighborhoods as 
policymakers haa hoped, 
it seems ntuitive that a 
lack of nearby healthy 
food can contribute to a 
poor diet. But merely add¬ 
ing a grocery store to a 
poor neighborhood, it ap¬ 


pears, doesn’t make a very 
big difference. The cost of 
food - and people’s habits 
of shopping and eating - 
appear to be much more 
powerful than just conve¬ 
nience. 

Another study, published 
this week as a working pa¬ 
per by the National Bureau 
of Economic Research, 
looked across, the country 
and found that no more 
than a tenth of the variation 
in the food people bought 
could be explained by the 
availability of a nearby 
grocery store. The educa¬ 
tion level of the shoppers, 
for example, was far more 
predictive, 

“If you were going to put 
ail Americans in the same 
retail environment, you’d 
end up only dealing with 10 
percent of this disparity be¬ 
tween college-educated 
and high-s c hooked ucat- 
ed households,” said Jes¬ 
sie Handbury, an assistant 
professor at the Wharton 
School of fhe University of 
Pennsylvania, and an au¬ 
thor of the paper. 

Tackling the problem of 
food deserts has been 
embraced by the federal 
government and many lo¬ 
cal governments. The fed¬ 
eral government’s Healthy 
Food Financing initiative 
has handed out more than 
$500 million in recent years 
to help encourage grocery 
stores to locate in places 
they had avoided. Many 
states and cities - iike New 
York - have their own pro¬ 
grams, aimed at getting 
more grocery stores and 
farmer’s markets into poor 
neighborhoods where the 
consumptton of fresh fruits 
and vegetables is low and 
obesity rates tend to be 
high. 

Still, al that investment may 
no! pay off in the form of 


healthier communities. The 
recent paper looked at 
the buying habits of fami¬ 
lies who agreed to allow 
all of their bar-coded food 
purchases to be scanned 
and measured, along with 
details about their address 
and demographic charac¬ 
teristics. That data allowed 
the researchers to track 
what people bought ac¬ 
cording to their incomes 
and education levels, as 
■well as their netghbor- 
hoodsJhe research, like 
the work that initially de¬ 
scribed the food desert 
concept, noted that ;ow- 
er-income neighborhoods 
tended to have less healthy 
food nearby and that their 
residents tended to eal less 
healthy diets. The research¬ 
ers set out to see whether 
those disparities could be 
explained by access issues, 
or by more entrenched 
preferences for particular 
kinds of foods. 

It turned out that food pref¬ 
erences domsnated„ When 
the researchers looked at 
shoppers with lower levels 
of income and education 
living in richer neighbor¬ 
hoods with more acces¬ 
sible healthy food, Iheir 
shopping mimicked that of 
low-income, less-educated 
people tn poorer neighbor¬ 
hoods. (And the reverse 
was true, loo: Richer, more 
educated shoppers in poor 
neighborhoods looked 
more like rich shoppers in 
rich neighborhoods.] 
“When we put supermar¬ 
kets in poor nesghbor- 
hoods, people are buying 
the same food.” said Barry 
Popkin. a professor of Nu¬ 
trition at the University of 
North Caro Inn a. who par¬ 
ticipated in an Institute of 
Medicine review of food 
desert research in 2009.

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Unexpected triumph means Cameron can govern UK on his own

LONDON (AP) — Afteryears 
of sharing power, David 
Cameron pulled off an un¬ 
expected election triumph 
that gave the Conserva¬ 
tive prime minister a sec¬ 
ond term with an outright 
majority Friday and dealt a 
stinging defeat to his three 
main rivals. 

Standing before the glis¬ 
tening black door of 10 
Downing Street, Cameron 
pledged to govern as the 
party of “one nation, one 
United Kingdom.” But he 
faces a fractured Britain — 
divided by rich and poor, 
by separatist gains in Scot¬ 
land and by doubts over 
its place in the European 
Union. The election ushers 
in a new era in British poe¬ 
tics, with veteran awrnak- 
ers ousted by a public that 
made clear it hod lost trust 
sn its political leaders. The 
victors included a 20-year- 
old Scottish nationalist who 
beat out a senior Labour 
Party leader in Scotland, 

It was also unexpected. 
Polls had predicted a dead 


heat — a result that would 
have meant days of hag¬ 
gling to form a new gov¬ 
ernment. Queen Elizabeth St 
was out of town at her cas¬ 
tle in Windsor, and needed 


to rush Pack to London 
for the traditional meeting 
at Buckingham Palace in 
which the victor offers to 
form a government. 

By the time Cameron met 


the monarch all three of his 
major rivals had resigned^ 
Ed Miliband of the Labour 
Party, Nick Clegg of the 
Liberal Democrats and Ni¬ 
gel Parage of the U.K. Inde¬ 


pendence Party. 

For the losers. Cameron of¬ 
fered sympathy. “Eections 
can be bruising clashes of 
ideas and arguments, and 
a lot of people who believe 
profoundly in pub ic service 
have seen that service cut 
short,” he said, The surpris¬ 
ing outcome merely under¬ 
scored how much Ihings 
have changed — that 
there is now a new unpre¬ 
dictability in British politics. 
The idea of two- big parties 
squabbling over the spoils 
is over. There are new play¬ 
ers — and some are very 
young. Some don’t even 
want a United Kingdom at 
all. '“For the new govern¬ 
ment, it es not possible to 
carry on business as usuat,” 
said Murray F’ittock, a pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Glasgow. “Such a course is 
not a sustainable or good 
course to ensure the surviv¬ 
al of the UK.” 

With the Conservatives win¬ 
ning an outright majority in 
the 650-seat House of Com¬ 
mons, the result looked to 
be far better for Cameron 
than even his own party 
had foreseen. □ 
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Saudi coalition warns rebels but also promises a cease-fire

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — A 

coalition led by Saudi Ara¬ 
bia ordered civilians in reb¬ 
el strongholds in northern 
Yemen to flee by mghtfal 
Friday, warning il will strike 
anything in the region, 
even as the Saudis pressed 
for a cease-fire to begin 
next week. 

After the evening dead¬ 
line passed, the coalition’s 
warplanes attacked a reb¬ 
el-held complex in the re¬ 
gion that was believed to 
contain weapons, a Saudi 
news agency reported. 

The declaration of an entire 
region of Yemen as a “mili¬ 
tary target" was a sharp es¬ 
calation that raised alarm 
about more casualties in 
a conflict that has killed 


over 1,400 people — many 
of them civilians — since 
March 19. The fighting also 
has created a humanitar¬ 
ian crisis in what was al¬ 
ready the Arab world’s 
most impoverished nation, 
Saudi Foreign Minister Adel 
al-Jubeir announced in Par¬ 
is that a cease-fire aimed 
at allowing humanitarian 
aid to reach Yemen’s em¬ 
battled population of 25 
million would begin Tues¬ 
day — but on the condi¬ 
tion that the Shiite rebels, 
known as Houthis. and their 
allies also halt hostilities. 

The mixed signals from Sau¬ 
di Arabia seemed to have 
two purposes: The declara¬ 
tion of an all-out war in the 
northern region of Saada, 
the Houthis’ stronghold, 
appeared aimed at stop¬ 
ping cross-border attacks

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against Saudi cities that 
have inflicted civilian casu¬ 
alties. At the same time, it 
appeared to pressure Ihe 
Houthis and their allies — 
military units loyal to ousted 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
— io abide by a cease fire, 
Saudi Arabia and a co¬ 
alition of Arab countries 
began the air campaign 
March 26 to break the ad¬ 
vance of the Houthis and 
Saleh’s forces, wno over¬ 
ran the capital of Sanaa 
and much of northern Ye¬ 
men late last year and 
have been on Ihe offen¬ 
sive in Ihe south. The Saudis 
and Iheir allies are seeking 
the restoration of President 
Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi, who fled the courv 
try last month in Ihe face 
of Ihe Houthis’ advance. 
Earlier Friday, the coalition 
declared that Saada prov¬ 
ince “in its entirety" would 
be considered a “military' 
target" and told its popula¬ 
tion to leave by 7 p.m. r ac¬ 
cording to the announce- 
menl on Saudi state TV. 
The mountainous province 


that borders Saudi Ara¬ 
bia is the birthplace of the 
Houthi movement and was 
the base for rebel forces 
that swept over northern 
Yemen. The extent of the 
coalition’s ultimatum was 
not clear. The initial state¬ 
ment spoke of all of Saada 
— which has a population 
of nearly 900,000 — but 
state TV later suggested 
the declaration applsed to 
the city of Saada, which is 
the provincial capital, and 
Marran, a small mountain 
town where the Houthis 
originated. Coalition 

planes dropped leaflets ?n 
Saada, asking residents to 
leave and saying all roads 
would stay open until the 
ultimatum expires. Secu¬ 
rity officials in Saada said 
hundreds of families were 
seeking shelter outside the 
province’s main cities and 
towns. Saudi Brig. Gen. 
Ahmed All Asiri, the coali¬ 
tion spokesman, said air- 
strikes are being concen¬ 
trated on all Houthi com¬ 
mand centers in the cities 
of Saada and Marran.

Guantanamo detainees 
camping in front of the 
U.S. Embassy m an increas¬ 


ingly bitter protest. Their 
grievances run the gamut, 
from demands that Amer¬ 
ica compensate them to 
frustration over not being 
able to subscribe to Netflix 
in their adoated home. 

“As a Uruguayan, Pm an¬ 
noyed at these men,”said 
Sastre. areal estate agent. 
“They want a house. They 
want food. And they want 
it all to come from on high. 
It’s a pipe dream.” 

The men are among six 
who were released from 
the U.S. military prison al 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
in December after nearly 
13 years in detention for 
alleged ties to al-Qaida. 
Uiuguay'i then president. 
Jose Mujica, a former left¬ 
ist rebel who himself spent 
13 years in prison in his 
home and, invited them to 
resettle in this South Ameri¬ 
can nation. 

But the men have failed 
to thrive in Uruguay, un¬ 
happy about their circum¬ 
stances and the amount 
of aid the government has 
extended. 

Their protest, which be¬ 
gan April 23, has turned 
many residents against 
them. And as the coun¬ 
try's welcome aopears to 
be wearing thin, questions 
are growing about what 
the troubled experiment 
means for dozens of re¬ 
maining detainees at the 
U.S.-run prison that Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama has 
vowed to close. 

The four Syrians, a Tunisian 
and a Palestinian in Uru¬ 
guay argue that Wash¬ 
ington is obligated to help 
because it held them so 
long, disrupting their lives, 
without ever convicting 
them of a crime, and they 
say the Uruguayan gov¬ 
ernment made promises it 
hasn T 1 kept, 

“We were told we would 
spend a few weeks in a 
hotel and then they would 


give us houses,” former 
detainee Ah Husain Shaa- 
ban said in English from a 
campsite of tents pitched 
on grass next to the em¬ 
bassy near the Rio de Sa 
Plata, “But we have been 
taking for five months and 
they haven't given us any¬ 
thing." 

The embassy has rebuffed 
their demands to meet 
with the U.S. ambassador. 
There is tittle chance the 
U.S. would give them finan¬ 
cial help, as federal courts 
have thrown out similar 
claims by other former 
detainees, A local lawyer 
for the men says the men 
have not filed lawsuits but 
could if they choose to do 
so. 

Uruguay provides the men 
with housing and a month¬ 
ly stipend of 15,000 pesos, 
about $600, which is more 
than what 40 percent of 
full-time Uruguayan work¬ 
ers earn each month, 
according to official esti¬ 
mates. 

A local union involved in 
thefr resettlement says the 
men have declined sev¬ 
eral offers to work in con¬ 
struction, cooking and 
other manual labor jobs. 
The men say they want to 
work but suffer from linger¬ 
ing health issues related to 
their detainment such as 
depression, anxiety and 
digestive problems. They 
also scry they first need to 
learn Spanish, though by 
their own admission they 
are not formally studying 
the angucsge. 

“It’s become very clear 
that these former prisoners 
don T f like to work,” said a 
recent editorial in newspa¬ 
per La P?ensa, which has 
sharply criticized Mujica’s 
decision to invite them. 
“Today the country has an 
unnecessary problem that 
didn't originate here.” 
Hundreds of men have 
been released from Guan¬ 


tanamo since it opened 
in 2002, Some who are 
unable to return to their 
home countries for various 
reasons have been reset¬ 
tled in countries such as Es¬ 
tonia. Oman, Kazakhstan, 
Georgia, -Slovakia and Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

The men in Uruguay are 
the only released detain¬ 
ees living in Latin America. 
The very pubic nature 
of the trouble with Uru¬ 
guay's resettlement effort 
has some activists worried 
that it might discourage 
countries from accepting 
former detainees and that 
U.S. lawmakers wary of re¬ 
settlements will further re¬ 
strict the process. 

Last week, U.S. Rep. Ed 
Royce. a California Re¬ 
publican, wrote to Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
asserting that the release 
of the six men to Uruguay 
was “inconsistent” with 
U.S. laws because the lo¬ 
cal government had not 
sufficiently restricted their 
movement. 

“Uruguay has not taken 
steps to mitigate the risk 
that these detainees pose 
to the United States, in¬ 
cluding the U.S. Embassy in 
Montevideo," he wrote, 
Uruguay is known for pro¬ 
gressive laws, such as the 
legalization of marifuana 
and universal health care, 
and many citizens initially 
were proud to help peo- 
pe they saw as victims of 
unjust imprisonment. How¬ 
ever, the smiles, photo 
ops and colorful declara¬ 
tions about bonding over 
a love for soccer have 
turned to frustration and 
finger-pointing. 

The latest dustup began 
when the men were asked 
to sign an agreement 
stipulating their free hous¬ 
ing would expire after next 
February and that, going 
forward, they would pay 
taxes on their stipends.Q

Top WNBA players use new leverage to demand trades, sit out

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Several 
of the WNBA's marquee 
players are flexing newly 
gained leverage to make 
demands on Ihe league, 
including forcing trades 
and die taring when they’ll 
play. 

Candace Parker is sitting 
out at least the first half of 
Ihe upcoming WNBA sea¬ 
son. Diana Taurasi had an¬ 
nounced earlrer that she Is 
sitting oul the entireseason. 
Now, Sylvia Fowles may be 
joining them on the side- 
ines if she doesn’t get the 
Irade she has requested. 
Nonetheless, collectively 
they represent a growing 
concern for the WNBA,. 
Players putting their own 
needs ahead of the 
league’s interests. 

“They are starting to be¬ 
come like every olher 
eague.”U.S. natsonal team 
coach Geno Auriemma 
said at training camp on 
Wednesday. “Players are 
starting to do whal they 
Ihink is in their best interest. 
Starting to think about their 
future. Sometimes fhat + s 
not always popular. ... The 
league es strong and viable. 
It’s proven itself. New stars 
wil pop up." 

The WNBA has the op- 
lion lo take action against 
players. 

The CBA that was ratified 
before last season gives 
Ihe league and teams 
more power to fine players 


under contract who miss 
lime for overseas commit¬ 
ments. Parker and Fowles 
haven't signed WNBA con¬ 
tracts yet, and Taurasi is on 
the suspended list so none 
of Ihem can be fined. 

Si’s unclear if the teams 
or eague will lake action 
against other players, but 
it could be a growing list. 
A handful of players sktp 
training camps or miss a 
few games to start each 
season while fulfilling their 
overseas contracts. 

Taurasi and Parker play for 


the same Russian team dur¬ 
ing Ihe WNBA offseason, 
but insist lhat there was no 
discussion between Ihem 
and that it is just a coinci¬ 
dence that they would al 
be missing time. But while 
Taurasi and Parker are ap¬ 


parently happy with Ihesr 
WNBA teams in Phoenix 
and Los Angeles, respec¬ 
tively, — saying they are 
just resting their bodies — 
Fowles wants out of Chi¬ 
cago. 

The d-foot-5 center, who 
plays in China, isn't the first 
WNBA player to demand a 
trade. Former league MVP 
and New York native Tina 
Charles asked Connecti¬ 
cut to trade her before last 
season lo the Liberty. 


Some of the players’ le¬ 
verage stems from play¬ 
ing overseas, where now 
they can make 10 times 
more than the maximum 
$115.000 WNBA salary. With 
that kind of financial secu¬ 
rity players feel they can 


afford to miss a WNBA sea¬ 
son. 

Former WNBA All-Star Dawn 
Staley understands the shift 
In power, but tsn’1 thrilled 
about it. When her playing 
days ended at Virginia, the 
onty oplion was to go over¬ 
seas. Current WNBA play¬ 
ers grew up knowing they 
could play professionally in 
the United States. 

“Players are creating op¬ 
tions for themselves when 
pretty much you had to do 


what you were told to do in 
the past "said Staley, assis¬ 
tant national team coach 
who played eight years in 
the WNBA. “I don’t think 
that's a bad thing either. 
We need to find a happy 
medium between all of 
those things. We have to 
fake care of our league. I 
don 1 - think this helps in tak¬ 
ing care of our league,” 
Taurasi ss confident the de¬ 
cisions of a handful of play- 
ers won’t lead to the de¬ 
mise of the WNBA. 

“This league will be fine.’’ 
said Taurasi, who earns 
near $1.5 million playing 
in Russia. “I’m just trying to 
make sure I can keep play- 
ing in the league for a long 
time.” 

Taurasi couldn't remember 
the L ;ast time thal she ever 
had more than a week 
away from basketball 
without an injury being in¬ 
volved. She missed Ihe end 
of her Russian club team's 
season because of a bro¬ 
ken bone in her left wrest. 

By skipping the WNBA sea¬ 
son, she’ll have six months 
to herself. 

“I'll be in Los Angeles, do¬ 
ing pilales and other things 
to keep me in shape. I 
mighi even show up on 
some courts in L.A, and see 
if I can get into a game or 
two,” Taurasi, 32 r said smil¬ 
ing.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — News- 
gathering by drone is gain¬ 
ing traction as an indus¬ 
try practice, but how the 
technology can actually 
be used to cover the news 
of the day is murky given its 
legal limitations.

occasionally,, for causing 
a ruckus, but the Federal 
Aviation Administration 
has also approved more 
than 200 commercial uses 
since September for mov¬ 
ies, real estate and infra¬ 
structure. 

Among those approvals, 
two companies identified 
news gathering as their pri¬ 
mary mission, according to 
the FAA website. 

Las Vegas-based Arrow- 
Data sa?d it’s looking to 
franchise its drone ability 
to news organizations. 

The co mpany wants to sell 
the drones to newsrooms 
and then train journalists 
to carry out an operation. 
It doesn’t have any con¬ 
tracts yet but said it is seek¬ 
ing out broadcast and 
newspaper outlets. 

‘It’s a tool that television 
ss looking at — ocal tele¬ 
vision, nationa television, 
everybody’s looking at it," 
said Ron Comings, who s 
the news director of KLAS- 
TV in Las Vegas and has 
been in talks with Arrow-

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US economy rebounding with solid if unspectacular job gains

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
bounding from a dismal 
start to ihe year,, ihe U.S. 
economy added 223,000 
jobs in April, a solid gain 
that suggested that em¬ 
ployers are helping fuel a 
durable if still subpar recov¬ 
ery. 

The job growth helped low¬ 
er the unemployment rate 
to 5.4 percent from 5.5 per¬ 
cent in March, the Labor 
Deportment said Friday. 


That is the lowest rate since 
May 2008, six months into 
the Great Recession. 

The figures provided some 
reassurance that the econ¬ 
omy is recovering from 
a harsh winter and other 
temporary headwinds that 
likely caused it to shrink in 
the first three months of the 
year. Yet the bounce pack 
appears to be falling short 
of hopes that growth would 
finally accelerate in 2015 
and top 3 percent for the 
first fame in a decade. 


Most analysts foresee the 
economy growing about 
2.5 percent this year, simi¬ 
lar to the modest expan¬ 
sion typical of much of the 
6-year-old recovery. 

In its report Friday, the gov¬ 
ernment revised sharp¬ 
ly down its estimate of 
March's job gain to 85,000 
from 126,000, In the cast 
three months, employers 
hove added 191,000 posi¬ 
tions,, a decent total but 
well below Iasi year’s aver¬ 
age of 260,000. 


“Job growth is going from 
great to good, 1 ’ saic Mi¬ 
chael Feroli. an economist 
at JPMorgan Chase. 

One reason the economy 
hasn’t accelerated faster 
is that overseas econom¬ 
ic turmoil is still restraining 
growth. A stronger dollar, 
which makes U.S. goods 
more expensive overseas, 
has cut into factory pro¬ 
duction. Manuf a c ture rs 
barely added jobs for a 
second straight month. 
And last year's plunge in oil 


prices has led driiing com¬ 
panies to lay off thousands 
of workers.

223,000 jobs in April, a solid 
gain suggesting that fhe 
economy may be recover¬ 
ing after a stumbling start 
to the year, The unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell to 5.4 percent 
from 5.5 percent in March, 
the lowest rate since May 
2008. 

Whie the jobs report is al¬ 
ways c los e ly wat c he d, 
April's survey garnered 
even more interest lhan 
usual. The revised March 
figures were abysmal, with 
employers creating only 
65,000 jobs that month. 

“I am even more corv 
vinced that the March re¬ 
port was an outlier," Paul 
Christopher, an investment 
strategist with Wells Fargo 
Advisors. “We all know Ihe 
first quarter was a tough 
quarter. The jobs numbers 
needed to hold up and 
they did." 


Both the Dow and S&P 500 
ended fractionally higher 
for the week, while the Nas¬ 
daq ended down less than 
0.1 percent. 

The bond market took a 
more nuanced fake an 
the employment report. 
Investors bought bonds, 
pushing the U.S, 10-year 
Treasury note’s yield down 
to 2,14 percent from 2.18 
percent Thursday. That rate 
had been as high as 2.30 
perceni just two days ago, 
representing a big move 
for that market. 

Bond traders noted lhat 
while the job survey was 
positive overall, there were 
several troubling signs, in¬ 
cluding sluggish wage 
growth. The drsappointing 
March number also cast 
doubt on how solid the 
economy's footing is. As a 
result, they said, the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve could hold off 
longer lhan previously ex¬

McDonald’s key sales figure dips in April on regional slump

Donald’s says a key sales 
metric edged lower in April, 
with weakness across most 
regions. 

The world’s biggest ham¬ 
burger chain, which is in the 
midst of a turnaround plan, 
sard Friday thai global sales 
at established locations 
open at least 13 months fell 
0,6 percent in April.

In the U.S., the metric de¬ 
clined 2.3 percent due to 
ongoing competition and 
lower customer traffic. 

The biggest drop by region 
was in the Asia/Pacific, Mid¬ 
dle East and Africa, which 
feil 3.8 percent. Ongoing 
challenges in Japan were 
partiolly offset by strong re¬ 
sults in Australia and other 
markets. 

Europe was a brsght spot, 
up 1 percent, with solid per¬ 
formances in the U.K, and 


Germany somewhat offset 
by softness in Russia and 
France.

Easterbrook said that he 
wsll strip away the bu¬ 
reaucracy at McDonald’s 
Corp. so the Oak Brook, Il¬ 
linois-based company can 
move more nimbly to keep 
up with changing tastes.

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New Malaysia Airline CEO vows 
turnaround for battered airline

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (AP) —The new CEO of Ma¬ 
laysia Airines said its financial situation is more chal¬ 
lenging than anticipated and it will shrink in size as it 
tries to overcome a tarnished (mage with the travel 
industry and the public. 

Malaysia Airlines was bettered last year by double 
jet disasters, Its government owner has brought in a 
new CEO, former Aer Lingus chief Christoph Mueller, 
to oversee ah billion ringgit ($1.7 billion} turnaround. 

In a memo dated Tuesday, Mueller thanked Malay¬ 
sia Airlines staff for a warm welcome since he started 
work ai the airline on May 1 bul also noted parts of the 
organization seemed “depressed” and customers say 
service is deteriorating. 

Malaysia Airlines. Mueller said, is "‘suffering badly from 
a heavily damaged brand reputation" in key markets 
wilh many people avoiding the carrier because “they 
are frightened." 

The carrier is moving ahead with a previously an¬ 
nounced overhaul that wilt involve cutting its staff by 
6,-COO or about 30 percent. 

“Since the new airline will be smaller in size, we simply 
have not enough work for all of you,” Mueller said. 

The airline had a good safety and service record be¬ 
fore last year’s disasters but the tragedies, and the 
airline's handling of the first one in particular, hurt 
its brand. A Malaysia Airlines jet with 239 people on 
board went missing March 8 last year while en route 
to Beijing and no trace of it has been found. In July, a 
Malaysia Airlines jet was shot down over Ukraine, kill¬ 
ing all 290 people on board, 

Mueller said the airline will soon mail out termination 
letters and new job offer letters to those who will re¬ 
main in the airline. That approach is being taken be¬ 
cause staff requested privacy rn the handling of em¬ 
ployment matters, he sand. 

The CEO's memo was shown lo reporters on Friday 
by ihe National Union of Flight Attendants Malaysia, 
which protested the termination exercise by mail as 
“obnoxious and arrogant.” 

It said its 3.500 members were now stressed and wor¬ 
ried, Ihe union has written to Prime Minister Najib 
Razak, asking him to intervene and urging the airline 
to offer shori and medium-term layoffs as well as sal¬ 
ary cuts before a final termination exercise is carried 
out. 

Mueller comes to the Malaysian job from a stint reviv¬ 
ing Ireland's Aer Lingus. He'll be Ihe firs! foreigner to 
head the Malaysian state-owned company. Analysts 
say he’s an industry veteran “battle-hardened" from 
his work carrying out corporate restructurings at other 
state-owned airlines, including failed Belgian carrier 
Sabena. 

He was dubbed “The Terminator" in Ireland because 
his German accent made for easy comparisons to Ar¬ 
nold Schwarzenegger in assassin robot mode as he 
outined his plans to remorse essly fix Aer Lingus. 
Mueller said in the memo that the airline's new busi¬ 
ness plan will focus on cutting overa! costs, which 
are up to 20 percent higher than its competitors, and 
withdrawing from markets where it cannot be com¬ 
petitive. “Sometimes you have to retreat and regroup 
before growing again. And that es the utimate target. 
We want to grow again in the last phase of restructur¬ 
ing,” he sard. 

Mueller said he envisioned a new airline that is “safe, 
on-lime and friendly" that will be the new pride of Ma¬ 
laysia.

You have to wait until you 
have earned at east $25 
1o redeem and then re¬ 
quest the reward from Citi. 
Some people will forget 
or switch cards, and that 
creates what is known in 
the industry as breakage, 
which saves issuers money. 
*1 have not spoken to Citi, 
so I’m not sure what their 
aeliefs are, bu? we focus 
on simplicity,” said Gray¬ 
son Clarke, who runs the 
Venture card for Capital 
One, when I asked him 
why Citi could afford 2 
percent cash back while 
Capital One’s cash-back 
cards pay only 1,5 percent. 
“There are programs that 
have games or restrictions 
or catches, or you get your 
money at different times, 
and that makes it difficult 
for peope to use.” Capital 
One's cash-back cards al¬ 
ow you to earn the cash 
all at once and request 
as much or as little as you 
want at any time, he said. 
Collins, the Citi spokeswom¬ 
an, said Citi's redemption 
procedures were “con¬ 
sistent with industry prac¬ 
tices." tf people buy Ihings 
and pay for them within 
the same billing cyc ; e, she 
said, they will receive all of 
their 2 percent rebate *n 
that same period. 

One olhe* virtue for Citi of 
its reward approach is the 
message that it appears to 
send. “We’re not encour¬ 
aging you to gel into debt. 
We’re rewarding you for 
paying," is how Marianne 
Berry, managing director 
at the Auriemma Con¬ 
sulting Group, put it. She 
added that redemptions 
n bursls of $25 or more 
could make the consumer 
feel more amply rewarded 
lhan automated payouts 
of a few dollars a month. 
These cards are not for 
everyone. World travelers 
with plenty of flexibility can 
collect frequent-flier miles 
via their card spending 
and redeem them for busi-

ness- or first-class airplane 
tickets to far-flung locales 
that would otherwise cost 
many thousands of dollars, 
I have personally received 
an effective 10 percent 
rebate on my card spend¬ 
ing by doing this in the 
past, though it becomes 
muc h harder if you are an¬ 
chored to school vacation 
calendars for 20 years. So 
a return like this is by no 
means guaranteed, not 
even close. 

Our collective goal of be¬ 
coming unprofitable cus¬ 
tomers also requires disci¬ 
pline, and not just the kind 
that eads to making pay¬ 
ments on time, not carry¬ 
ing a balance and being 
careful to track points and 
miles. Plenty of research 
suggests that people 
spend more on plastic 


than they do when pay¬ 
ing cash. Readers of this 
column are ell above av¬ 
erage, though, right? As 
are those researchers. In a 
column last year, I discov¬ 
ered that most of them 
have kept right on using 
their own rewards cards. 
One of them had a good 
suggestion: Use cash or 
a debit card for several 
months to establish your 
spending baseline, then 
switch to a credit card 
and stick to the budget. 
Still, skepticism ss warrant¬ 
ed with 2 percent cards, 
since many other banks 
have tried these deals 
and failed. So I asked the 
issuers I have mentioned 
in this column if their cards 
were profitable. Fidelity 
readily admits that ft pays 
for some of the rewards. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — If a 

golden retriever gives birth, 
gets stung by a bee or 
sprayed by a skunk, veteri¬ 
narians want to know. 
Scientists are studying the 
popular breed to find out 
why their lifespans have 
gotten shorter over the 
years and why cancer is so 
prevalent. 

The Colorado-based Mor¬ 
ris Animal Foundation re¬ 
cently got the first lifetime 
study of 3,000 purebred 
golden retrievers up and 
running after signing up 
the first dogs in 2012. The 
nonprofit says the review 
of health conditions and 
environmental factors fac¬ 
ing goldens across the U.S. 


can help other breeds and 
even people, because hu- 
mans carry 95 percent of

the same DNA. 

“Canine cancer has be¬ 
come a dog owner's 
greatest fear." said Dr Da¬ 
vid Haworth, president and 
CEO of the foundarion, 
which invested $25 million 
in the study, "You don't 
see dogs, running loose 
that much anymore, we 
don’t see a lot of infectious 
diseases, and the vaccines 
we have today are very 
good, so our concerns are 
warranted."

The vets haven’t learned 
enough yet to improve 
or prolong the retrievers’ 
lives, bui key factors could 
lie anywhere, said Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Lappin, who has 19 
patients from Buzzards Bay, 
Massachusetts, in the study. 
When he graduated from 
veterinary school in 1972, 
golden retrievers lived 16 or 
17 years. Today, it’s nine or 

10 years. 

Golden retrievers die of 
bone cancer, lymphoma 
and a cancer of the blood 
vessels more than any oth¬ 
er breed in the country. 
Lappin pans to get his 
famikes together in a few 
monlhs to see if they have 
found ways to make life 
easier for their dogs, espe¬ 
cially because the most 
helpful data about cancer, 
obesity, diabetes and oth¬ 
er chronic conditions won't 
emerge for six or seven 
years, researchers say. 

Early exams showed 33 
percent of the dogs, which 
are 1 to 5 years old. had 
skin disease or ear infec¬ 
tions! 17 percent had gas¬ 
trointestinal illnesses; and 

11 percent had urinary dis¬ 


ease. 

The dogs get medication 
to treat the conditions, but 
vets can't treat them dif¬ 
ferently because it would 
skew the results, Lappin 
said. 

Marla Yetka of Denver 
says her nearly 2-year-old 
golden retriever, Snickers, 
joined the study and has 
been suffering from skin 
problems. Yetka uses oat¬ 
meal shampoo on her pet, 
but she's looking forward 
to talking with other partici¬ 
pants about their remedies. 
“I have too many friends 
who have lost goldens,” 
she said. “Is if what we are 
feeding them, their envh 
ranments. thesr breeding'?” 
Pel owners keep tabs on 
everything, from a move 
across country or across 
town, a change in climate 
or lime zone, new children 
at home, different food 
or behavioral changes. 
Most keep journals so they 
don’t constantly call the 
vets when their dog gets a 
thorn in its foot eats a spin 
der or devours a bunch of 
bologna if it tears into the 
groceries. □

Mosby sad at a news conference 
Friday as she laid out the case 
and announced the charges : 'To 
the people of Baltimore and the 
demonstrators across America 
I heard your call for ‘No justice, 
no peace '"She continued: “Last 
but certainly not least, to the 
youth of the city I willseek justice 
on your behalf. This is a moment 
This is your moment Let's ensure 
we have peaceful and produc¬ 
tive rales that will develop struc¬ 
tural and systemic changes for 
generations lo come. You're al 
the forefront of this cause and os 
young people, our time is now.” 
Mosby seemed to recognize in

After the city of Cleveland 
clamed - then apologized for 
claming - that Tamir Rice was re¬ 
sponsible for hs own death when

gun. 

Accorcing lo The Washington 
Post: “In the court fling, which 
was a formal response from Ihe 
city to a federal laws wt by the 
Rice family, city attorneys de¬ 
clare tin oft Tamir and his famly 
"were directly and preximately 
caused by their own acts .. ' and 
addedthat Tamr caused his own 
death ‘by the failure .. to exer¬ 
cise due care to avoid irjury. 

And after Anthony Ray Hinton 
sat on Alabama’s death row for 
30 years - "one of the longesl- 
serving death row prisoners in 
Alabama history," ac corcfeng 
to the Equal Justice Initiative, 
which won his release last month 
- for murders he didn't commit. 
He was arrested and charged 
based on the assertion that a 
revolver taken from: his mother's 
home was used in two capital 
murders and a third uncharged 
crime. Even after experts found 
in 20D2 that the gun didn't match 
the cnme evidence, prosecutors 
refused to revisit the case. 

It took more than a decade of 
addtienal khgation before a 
judge threw oul the case. Pres- 
eculois finally conceded that 


the crime bullets couldn’t be

Last year Glenn Ford, Louisiana's 
longest-serving death row prison¬ 
er, was als o s et free alter nearly 30 
years facing executi on for a mur¬ 
der that he also did not commit 
Accerdng to The New York Deity 
News “A judge freed Ford from 
the Louisiana State Penitentiary 
a year ago when evidence, be- 
ieved to have been suppressed 
during the trial surfaced exoner¬ 
ating him from the all-white jury's 
decision in the murder of a nearly 
bind Shreveport watchmaker. 
Is adore Rozeman." 

The lead prosecutor in the Ford 
case, A M. Stroud III apologized 
in a column pubished by The 
Shreveport Times, saying “In 
1984, i 'was 33 years old. I was ar¬ 
rogant judgmental narcissistic 
and very full of myself I was not 
as interested rn justice as I was in 
winning. To borrow a phrase from 
Al Pacino sn the movie ‘And Jus¬ 
tice for All’ ‘Wlnnpng became ev 
erythmg.”’ He concluded “How 
totally wrong was I." 

After Iasi month. NPR reported 
that Mayor Rahm Emmanuel of 
Chicago was supporting a $6 5 
miiion reparations package for 
victims of a formet poice com¬ 
mander and his officers in that 
city. As MSNBC’s Try mane Lee 
put it, they "for decades ran a 
torture eng that used electircal 
shock, burning and beatings on 
more than 100 black men.”

NEW YORK - Santiago Ca- 
latrava's Oculus, that un¬ 
earthly wsnged structure 
taking form at the World 
Trade Center, will open to 
limited pedestrian traffic in 
June. 

This will gave the public its 
first glimpse of a majes¬ 
tic and luminous space - 
framed by soaring, softly 
curving white ribs and the 
ribbons of light between 
them - that looks like noth¬ 
ing so much as Ihe nave of 
a cathedral by Gaudi. 

Or like a turkey skeleton af¬ 
ter it’s been stripped clean 
at Thanksgiving, 

The debate over the $3.9 
billion World Trade Cen¬ 
ter Transportation Hub, of 
which the Oculus is Ihe 
aesthetic and retail cen¬ 
terpiece, is only beginning. 
Love it or hate it, however, 
there is no denying its mag¬ 
nitude. 

The public will have a 
chance to study the inte¬ 
rior of the Oculus from a 
norttvsouth passageway 
that is to open next month 
(or perhaps earlier;-, linking 
the PATH platforms to new 
entrances at Vesey and 
Liberty Streets. 

Progress at ground zero 
was once measured in 
years. This spring and sum- 
trier promise one milestone 
after the next, sometimes 
separated only by days. 

On Tuesday, a 25-foof-wide 
section of s idewalk opened 
on the north side of Liberty 
Street, belween Church 
and Greenwich Streets, 
the scene of frequent pe¬ 
destrian bottlenecks, t is a 
heavily trafficked route to 
the National September 
11 Memorial and Museum 
and, increasingly, to the 4 
World Trade Center tower 
as it fills with office work¬ 
ers. People live on Liberty 
Street, too. 

Catherine McVay Hughes, 
the chairwoman of Com¬ 
munity Board 1, said ihe 
new sidewalk was some¬ 
thing people in the area, 
“especially the focal resi¬ 
dents who returned after 
9/11, have been looking 
forward to for a long time." 
On Thursday, the Port Au¬ 
thority plans to open the 


second of four new snow- 
white, marble-floored PATH 
platforms designed byCa- 
latrava and his colleagues 
in the Downtown Design 
Partnership. 

At the same time, workers 
are to remove a tempo¬ 
rary, floor-to-ceiling barrier 
in the PATH mezzanine di¬ 
rectly above the platforms, 
creating a broad perspec¬ 
tive on the space, which 
looks like the insrde of some 
fantastically large jbul im¬ 
maculately clean) marine 
organism. 

On May 29, the One World 
Observatory is to open 
atop 1 WortdTrade Center. 
Soon after, the north-south 
passageway between 
Vesey and Liberty Streets 
will open, “improving ac¬ 
cess and transportation 
connections for the resh 
dents, workers and visitors 
to Lower Manhattan,” said 
Patrick Faye, the executive 
director of the Port Author¬ 
ity of New York and New 
Jersey. 

Conslruction staging has 
been part i c ul arty chal¬ 
lenging since the authority 
sought to maintain service 
for 50.000 daily PATH com¬ 
muters and Ihose on the 
No. 1 subway line. Erica 
Dumas, a Port Authority 
spokeswoman, said. 

PATH commuters from 
New Jersey currently use 
a temporary station on 
Vesey Street that will be 
demolished in the coming 
months. Intense human 
traffic jams have resulted, 
as PATH riders scramble 
among residents and of¬ 
fice workers who are head¬ 
ing to and from Battery 
Park City, and everyone 
shoulder-butts tourists. 
“Vesey Street has not been 
for the faint of heart,” said 
Jessica Lappin, the presi¬ 
dent of the Alliance for 
Downtown New York. 

In the new arrangement, 
riders will come up into the 
east half of the PAT-? mez¬ 
zanine, which is the trans¬ 
portation crossroads of the 
hub. Then they will walk 
under Ihe No. 1 line, which 
crosses the vast space 
without any visible means 
of support, sn a remark¬ 
able - and expensive - bit 
of engineering.Q
